tenants and the State.” Mr. Parnell’s own 
bill for accomplishing land purchase would 
not take a cent from the exchequer. It simply 
asked that church tenants be allowed to ac- 
quire land by paying the Church Commission 
annually for forty-nine years a rent equal to 
4 per cent. on the capitalized value of the 
holdings. This scheme would not only spare 
the treasury, it would also do away with the 
mischievous principle of making the tax-payer 
at large pay for the enrichment of the indi- 
vidual tenant.

THE BERKELEY STREET BLAZE. 


The ordination of Rev. William H. 
Noyes at Berkeley Street is only a fresh 
whift of flame, stirred by a passing 
breeze, among the embers of the Ando- 
ver conflagration. Noyes is the man 
whose offer of missionary service the 
American Board rejected last year, on 
| the ground of his professed belief in 
future probation. To reconsider his 
ease, a council of his friends was called 
at the Berkeley Street Congregational 
Church. Thirteen churches were rep- 
resented. Dr. Duryea was chosen mod- 
erator. Dr. Dexter, editor of the Con- 
gregationalist, Dr. W. B. Wright, ex- 
President Porter and Prof. Fisher of 
Yale, several of the Andover professors, 
‘and some eminent laymen took part. 




















is a safeguard to us, the sentinel at the 
door to turn away the tramp-faiths 
which frequent the highways and im- 
pose upon many worthy and unsuspi- 
cious citizens. If a member of the 
family be sometimes unceremoniously 
scrutinized and challenged, the error 
will soon be corrected. ‘Never be 
afraid to doubt,” says one, *‘ if only you 
have the disposition to believe, and 
doubt in order that you may end in 
believing the truth.” To arrest the 
process of investigation in the im- 
mature stage is to stereotype an in- 
choate scheme instead of allowing the 
mind, with the fewest trammels, to 
work itself clear. 

But the difficulty of which we here 
speak inheres in the Puritan conception 
of the Gospel, as a body of truth rather 
than a depositum of grace. The Puri- 
tan’s point of view is speculative rather 
than practical; he attempts to formu- 
late the creed rather than test the 


tellectual statements of objective truth 
more than with the subjective spiritual 
life in the souls of men. Of course his 
grasp is less secure and permanent than 
the hold on the heart. For two hundred 
years he has been at work to perfect 
his definitions by exact statement and 
logical presentation of the truth. For 
the safe keeping of orthodoxy, he has 
tutored the intellect with many subtle- 
ties, and caused it to subscribe to many 
well-wrought symbols; and yet, every 
little while we hear of a landslide from 
the high places of orthodox faith. In 
the nature of the case this must be so to 
the end; for truth is much less secure 
by anchorage to the intellect than to 
the heart. The appeal of Calvin and 
his successors in theological specula- 
tion to the intellect has presented a con- 
tinuous change of base; the appeal of 
John Wesley to the heart has secured, 
without effort, a firm adhesion to the 
fundamental truths of the Gospel. 

In the dispensation of grace, accord- 
ing to Coleridge, ** the heart, the moral 
nature, is the beginning and the end; 
aud knowledge and insight are com- 
prehended in its expansion.” ‘The de- 
parture from this pectoral theology he 
regards as the true and first apostasy — 
‘* when in council and synod the divine 
humanities of the Gospel gave way to 
speculative systems,and religion became 
a science of shadows under the name of 
theology, or at best a bare skeleton of 
truth, without life, or interest, alike in- 
accessible and unintelligible to the ma- 
jority of Christians. For these, there- 
fore, there remained only rites and cere- 
monies and spectacles, shows and sem- 
blances. Thus among the learned the 
substance of things hoped for passed off 
into notions; and for the unlearned the 
surface of things became substance.” 

Of the permanency of emotive theolo- 
gy, one of New England’s great theolo- 
gians has said: “It is not easily dis- 
carded. The essence of it remains the 
same, while its forms are changed; and 
these forms, though varied to meet the 
varying exigencies of feeling, are not 
abandoned so as never to be restored; 
for the same exigencies appear and re- 
appear from time to time, and there- 
fore the same diversified representations 
are repeated again and again. The 
heart loves its old friends, and so much 
the more if they be lame and blind. 
Hence the Pilgrim of Bunyan travels 
and sings from land to land, and will 
be, as he has been, welcome around the 
hearthstone of every devout household 
from age to age; while Edwards on the 
Will and Cudworth on Immutable 
Morality, knock at many a good man’s 
door only to be turned away shaking 
the dust from off their feet.” The stay- 
ing qualities of theology, as of human 
life, are about the heart. The intellect 
easily yields its grasp; the heart re- 
tains its hold on the precious treasure 
of grace committed to it. Hence believ- 
ers and churches need anchor to the 
heart.

The 
cost of the church was $3,450, all of which 
but $350 was provided for before the dedica- 
tion, and more than enough to cover the bal- 
ance was raised at the dedication service, so 
that the building was consecrated free of debt. 
The leading men of the place, including Judge 
Powers and ex-Gov. Hendee, though attend- 
ing other churches, have taken an interest in 
the enterprise, and have contributed toward 
its completion. The raising of the money 
has been almost wholly accomplished by the 
pastor, Rev. W. R. Puffer, who has been un- 
tiring in his efforts. And to him the society 
will always owe a debt larger than they 
know. That one who had been on the super- 
numerary ranks because of ill health should 
be transferred to this field in the midst of the 
year, should arouse the people to the need and 
the possibility of a new church, should take 
the laboring oar himself, should be the in- 
spiration of the whole enterprise, and should 
accomplish more than many & younger man 
would have thought of doing, shows what can 
be done when one has the heart and zeal for 
the work.
